VINE8 MAKE PORCH A BOWER.

Easy to Have Veranda a Cool and
Beautiful Retreat.

Every possessor of a houso with a
porch, whether In city, suburb or coun-
try, should rcnllzo the opportunity he
has, with tho help or nature, to maka
it a delicious and beautiful, cool,
green, shady retreat In summer. In
winter It matters little what It 1b.

Vines will transform any porch into
a bower. To have vigorous vines
plenty of rich soil is needed, and It
Is best to lnsuro this by adding plenty
of cow manuro or bono meal to make
It rich. Good drainage, ns in any
(lower garden, 1b also osscntlal.

In the woods many wild vines may
be found. Thero are tho Dutchman's
pipe, tho wild grape, the moon seed
vine, tho trumpet vino and othors.
Tho wild grape vino is especially use-
ful nnd easily obtained. Its luxuriant
foliage, rapid growth nnd delightful
fragrnnco make it useful for summer
houses and similar structures. The
trumpet vino with its scarlet orango
Bowers is very easily grown, not ut
all sensitive to rough treatment. It is
found in many parts of tho country
wild. These 'vines may all bo ob-

tained also from dealers.
Tho silk vino is very fine, with

dark green, luxuriant foliage of neat
habit. It belongs to tho milk weed
family of plants and derives Its name
from the silky contents' of its seed
podB. It Is excellent for the veranda
and Is used to cover many famous old
ruins.

A number of the clematises arc well
worthy of a plnco on the most beauti-
ful verandas, especially tho flowering
varlotles such as Clematis Jackmannl,
which has purple flowers, nnd Cle-
matis Henryl, which has neat whlto
flowers, both producing a mass of
rich color when In bloom.

Pleasant Life on Mars.

They at least
tan always toll with almost absolute
rertalnty what sort or weather Is to
be their portion no less than two
weeks In advance.

NEWSPAPERS AND THE PUBLIC.

Journals an Integral Part of the Eco-
nomic Conditions.

Newspapers grow better In their
character and their Influence. This
fact mny lately hnvo been obscured
by the amount of criticism, most of it
just, that has been passed upon cer-
tain evils in tho press. Papors aro
proper subjects of criticism, ltko gas
companies, Insurnnco companies, poli-
tics, or oil trusts, and wo have 'been
among thoso to bo as frank about our
own profession as about any other.
Tho truth remains that tho American
nowspapors y havo more power
nnd uso for better ends than at any
provlous time. The permanence and
reality of this gain depend on us. Tho
nowspapcrs Influence us, nnd we also
lnfluonco them. They aro the very
air which overy day we take into our
systems, but also they nre a product
of ourselves. They will grow better
If wc grow better. Money will tempt
thorn less If It becomes less of a pow-
er with all ot us. Success will bo less
exclusively their standard If we all
are guided by n brighter star. Wo arc
trying to mako political standards
nobler. Wo aro trying to remove cor-
ruption from the great business entor-pres- s

that effect tho welfare or us all.
At present tho wave of exposure
seems to accompany to genuine moral
uplift. It It Is real, It the whole tone
of our society Is being raised, then
this belief in better newspa'pers will
bo Justified. If there Is no genuine Im-

provement in our hearts, If tho out-
break of exposure is only an epidemic,
then, of course, this apparent step for-
ward ot the press will provo illusive
also. We are glad to be among those
who believe in Its reality. Collier's
Weekly.

Wood at a Food.
Tho humorists nro right, and tho

newest breakfast rood Is indeed wood,
pure nnd simple. An Inmate or an
English workhouso has, taken to con-
suming wood as food, and tho erudite
English physicians obsorvo that there
is really no reason why, If the neces-
sity should arise, wood should not bo
employed as u regular sourco of rood,
slnco It consists chiefly of cellular
flbbr, which, with suitable chemical
troatmont, may bo converted Into
sugar. Hut unprepared wood can havo
no value as food for tho human organ-Ism- ,

Inasmuch as tho digestive juices
aro not uhle to doal with It. A certain
amount of woody fiber Is thought to
bo digested by the liorso, by reason
ot tho presence of a peculiar digestive
secretion In his dlgcstlvo canal which
Is ante to convert cellular tissuo Into
sugur. In tho same way wornout
shirts and collars could be converted
Into food.

Good Points of Jersey Cow.
The Jersey cow Is u small animal,

and therefore her maintenance ration
Is small, whllo a relatively largo part
of her rood goes to profit. Slio Is n
persistent milker, aften n perpetual
milker, and ordinarily not dry mora
than six or eight wcoks in a year. Sho
has un extremely long period of use-
fulness in the dairy. Flvo years cov-

ers tho profitable work of tho avorago
cow. Tho Jorsoy is fifteen years old.
Many are profitable when eighteen to
twenty-on- e years of ago.

STUDIES OLD TURQUOISE MINES.

Prof. Petrle Carrying On Work of
Great Interest.

Tho goddess of turquolso and the
turquoise mines In old Arabia are the
things. Prof. Petrle, tho English
archaeologist, has been studying. As
a momber of a scientific exploring
party he spont several months among
tho mountain ranges of tho Sinai dis-

trict ot old Arabia, on a stretch ot
level ground somo 2,300 feet abovo sea
level. Thero they pitched their tents,
accompanied, by thirty workmen and
the natlvo chief of the district. At
tho top levels was tho sandstone in
which were caverns worked by parties
of ancient Egyptians for turquoise.
Somo tablets still remaining showed
that thoso parties were carefully se-

lected and carried on their labor
systematically. Here, In this desert
region, to which supplies ot food and
water had to bo brought from a long
distance, tho men mined In companies
of 500 or COO. The usual tlmo for tho
search was from December to March.
Ono expedition had conveyed to it
dally something Uko five tons ot food.
Tho caverns themselves woro exam-
ples of patient Industry. Tho famous
temple of tho goddess of turquolso to
whom the workers did homapo, was
250 feot long and contained a rungo
of chambers or courts. From ono of
the tablets It appeared that a certain
expedition went out of the recognized
season. Dut its labors wcro success-
ful and wore thoreforo duly acknowl-
edged with great gratitude to the pat-
ron goddess. Of the ancient inscrip-
tions 250 havo been copied. Thoy have
an important benrlng'on tho ago of tho
turquoise expeditions, long beforo the
birth ot Christ, as well as on tho Se-

miticI
form ot worship In voguo beforo

tho establishment ot Judaism.
